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STOCKS  OF  LEAF  TOBACCO  OWNED  BY  DEALERS  AND  MANUFACTURERS  1/  2/ 

Total  stocks  of  leaf  tobacco  lower  than  a  year  ago. 

Leaf  tobacco  stocks  in  the  United  States  and  Puerto  Rico  totaled  43215  million 
pounds  as  of  April  1,  1974.  This  was  a  decline  of  244  million  pounds  from  the 
previous  April  1.  The  1973  crop  was  in  stocks  by  April  1  with  the  exception  of 
Maryland  and  some  cigar  tobacco. 

Domestic  flue-cured  and  burley  tobaccos  led  the  decline  but  almost  all  types 
recorded  lower  inventories.  Imported  tobaccos  showed  large  gains,  especially 
foreign  burley  and  flue-cured. 

Stocks  as  of  April  1,  1974,  included  474  million  pounds  of  leaf  tobacco  under 
Government  loan.  This  was  275  million  less  than  a  year  ago.  These  loan  stocks  were 
divided  as  follows : 

flue-cured  298.0  million  pounds 

burley 164.5 

fire-cured 2.0    "      " 

dark  air-cured 7.6    "      " 

cigar  leaf 2.2    "      " 

Sales  have  been  heavy  in  the  flue-cured  and  burley  cooperatives  with  only 
197  million  pounds  of  flue-cured  and  70  million  pounds  of  burley  actually 
uncommitted  and  available  for  sale  as  of  April  1.
